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This is a decision on the ^^PETITION TO ACCORD A FILING DATE UNDER 
37 CFR 1.53(e)", filed June 22, 2005, to accord the above- 
identified application a filing date of July 8, 2003, with 6 
sheets of drawings as part of the original disclosure. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

Application papers in the above -identified application were filed 
on July 8, 2003. However, on April 22, 2005, the Initial Patent 
Examination Division mailed applicants a ''Notice of Incomplete 
NonProvisional Application."

The application is being forwarded to the Office of Initial 
Patent Examination (OIPE) for further processing with a filing 

date of July 8, 2003 , using the application papers received in 
the Office on that date and the 6 pages of drawings as resupplied 
on petition filed June 22, 2005, and for indication in Office 
records that 6 sheets of drawings were present on filing.
